FARM PROGRAM 


Committee on Agriculture and Forestry: On Wednes- 
day, January 4, the committee met in executive session 
to discuss plans for drafting farm legislation, following 
which it was announced that Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson will appear in open session before the committee 
on Thursday, January 12, to discuss the administration’s 
farm program. It was also announced that leaders of 
the national farm organizations will be invited to meet 
with the committee for an informal discussion of the 
farm program. 


CAA 

Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: Avia- 
tion Subcommittee continued its hearings regarding the 
resignation of Administrator Frederick B. Lee from the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, with further testi- 
mony from Mr. Lee. 

On Wednesday, January 4, these hearings were begun 
when Mr. Lee gave testimony. The subcommittee also 
discussed a proposed bill to divorce the CAA from the 
Department of Commerce. Hearings on the Lee mat- 
ter continue tomorrow. 


INTERNAL SECURITY 


Committee on the Judiciary: Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee continued its hearings with regard to possible 
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subversion in the American press. Witnesses heard to- 
day were Otto Albertson, a printer with the New York 
Times; William Price, a reporter with the New York 
Daily News; Richard O. Boyer, a free-lance writer of 
New York; and Daniel Mahoney of the New York 
Mirror. 

On Wednesday, January 4, subcommittee heard testi- 
mony on this subject from James Glaser, John T. Mc- 
Manus, and Allen James Aronson, all formerly of the 
New York Times; David Fine, of New York, presentiy 
serving as an outlet for Soviet movie films; and Clayton 
Knowles, Samuel Weissman, and Jerry Zalph, all pres- 
ently employed by the New York Times.

HIGHWAY REVENUE ACT

9075, the Highway Revenue Act of 1956, with further 
amendments.

2. The 3-percent Korean increases in the excise tax on 
trucks, buses, etc., would be dedicated to the trust fund 
effective July 1, 1957. 

3. To express the intent of Congress that the highway 
program be self-financing over the 16-year period. 

4. Relating to city bus systems to provide that the in- 
crease.in motor-fuel taxes provided in the. bill would 
not apply in the case of city bus systems furnishing 
scheduled passenger service along regular routes if at 
least.60 percent of the total passenger fare revenue of 
the company is attributable to fares which are exempt 
from the tax on transportation of persons (35 cents or 
less, commutation tickets). The amount of the refund 
which would be available to such bus systems would be 
determined on a percentage basis according to the per- 
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cent that such fares exempt from tax bear to the total 
passenger fare revenue of the company. 

5. An amendment was adopted to provide a licensing 
fee on trucks having an actual or gross weight over 
26,000 pounds and used on the public highway. The 
annual licensing fee will be $1.50 per thousand pounds 
or fraction thereof.

INSURANCE PROTECTION OF NUCLEAR 
POWERPLANTS 

Joint Committee on Atomic Energy: The committee 

began a 2-day executive advisory seminar to discuss re- 

quirements for insurance protection of nuclear power- 

plants. One of the major problems under discussion is 

the question of public liability in the remote event of 
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an accident involving a privately financed nuclear 
power reactor. Participating in this seminar were 
representatives of industry, both potential owners of 
power reactors and suppliers of reactor components, 
representatives of insurance companies, members of the 
legal profession, and representatives of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. This discussion will continue 
tomorrow.

5. That it shall be the understanding of Congress that 
the functions of the Organization for Trade Cooperation 
will be limited to (1) the administration of GATT and 
(2) facilitating intergovernmental cooperation solely in 
the field of trade. The amendment also.makes it clear 
that Congress in approving section 351 understands that 
the Organization for Trade Cooperation will not be an 
intergovernmental organization. having wide inter- 
national responsibilities in the economic field as de- 
scribed in article 57 (relating to specialized agencies) 
of the Charter of the United Nations. In adopting this 
amendment. the committee approved language that 
would express the sense of Congress that the Organiza- 
tion for Trade Cooperation should: not be brought into 
a specialized agency relationship with the United 
Nations under the permissive language of article 11 (b) 
of the OTC agreement.

Conferees, on Saturday, May 12 in executive session, 
agreed to file a conference report on the differences 
between the Senate- and House-passed versions of H. R. 
7030, to amend and extend the Sugar Act of 1948, fol- 
lowing which the below-listed explanatory statement 
was issued: 


There were three main points of difference between the House 
and Senate bills, namely, the length of the extension, the per- 
centage of increased demand in the United States allocated to 
foreign and to domestic producers, and the division of the for- 
eign shares among the producing countries. 

1. The Senate conferees receded on the length of the extension 
and adopted the 4-year period in the House bill rather than the 
6 years as passed by the Senate. 

2. The House conferees receded on the percentage allocated 
to foreign and domestic producers and adopted the Senate for- 
mula of 55 percent of the increase to domestic producers and 45 
percent to foreign suppliers. The House bill would have divided 
the increase 50 percent to each. 

3. A compromise was worked out on the share allocated to 
each foreign supplier on the basis of percentage of total sugar 
shipments to the United States by Cuba and) all the full- duty 
countries. The following table compares House and Senate bills 
and shows the compromise agreed upon by the conferees.

Section 3. Corporate distributions of property taxable as divi- 
dends—The House receded with an amendment to make it 
clear that the section shall not apply to a taxpayer who had filed 
a return with reliance on the announced litigation policy of the 
Department of the Treasury. The amendment of the House 
conferees would be limited to corporate taxpayers. 

Section 4. Application to poultry of tax on transportation of 
property.—The Senate receded. 

Section 5. Amendment relating to trademark and trade-name 
expenditures—The House receded with an amendment to make 
it clear that the 60-month period provided in the section begins 
to run at the time the expenses are paid or incurred. 

Section 6. Livestock sold on account of drought—The House 
receded with an smendment to eliminate the requirements in 
this section: (1) that the President determine that a major dis- 
aster exists because of drought; and (2) that the area be found 
eligible by the Department of Agriculture for emergency 
assistance.

Veterans’ Pensions: By a record vote of 364 yeas to 51 
nays the House passed H. R. 7886, to liberalize the basis 
for, and increase the monthly rates of, disability pension 
awards. A motion to recommit the bill was rejected 
by a record vote of 110 yeas.to 305 nays. Prior to its 
passage the bill was amended to reduce the proposed 
pension increases and to limit its coverage to World 
War I veterans. A point of order was sustained against 
certain compensation provisions which resulted in the 
deletion of all provisions after section r. 

As passed by the House the bill provides that World 
War I veterans shall be deemed to be permanently and 
totally disabled upon reaching the age of 65 years. The 
bill increases monthly rates from $66.15 to $75 where 
the veteran is less than 65 years of age; and from $78.75 
to $90 where the veteran is 65 years old. Where a vet- 
eran is helpless or blind the increase is from $135.45 to 
$150, with all the above rates increased by 10 percent 
if the veteran served overseas for more than 30 days. 
All benefits are subject to.an income limitation of $1,400 
for single veterans and $2,700 if with dependents.

TAXATION OF FOREIGN TRAVEL

additional foreign travel from the tax on.the transporta- 
tion of persons.. General terms of agreements reached 
are asfollows: 

' (1) With respect. to travel: between the continental United 
States. and Alaska or Hawaii, the provisions of the House bill 
were in‘ general accepted with the deletion of certain paren- 
thetical matter relating to trips involving one or more stops 
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outside of the U.S. The House rule in general terms provided 
that in the case of a trip beginning and ending in the U. S. if 
at one or more points the trip is at least 225 miles from the 
nearest boundary of the U. S., the portion of the transportation 
which is outside the U. S. is to be free of the transportation tax. 
Whether a portion of a trip is more than 225 miles outside the 
U. S. is determined by drawing a straight line between the point 
of leaving the U. S. and the point of reentering the U. S. 

(2) With respect to travel between a point in the U. S. and 
a point in a foreign country, the provisions of the House bill 
were accepted with the addition of the 225-mile buffer zone pro- 
vision contained in the Senate bill. Thus, the U. S. leg of a trip 
beginning in the U. S. and ending in a foreign country is to 
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be taxable. Moreover, transportation from.a point in the U. S. 
to a point in Canada or Mexico within 225 miles of the U. S. is 
to be fully taxable. 

(3) The special penalty provision in the Senate bill was 
deleted. 

(4) The provision in the Senate bill for payment of tax di- 
rectly to the U. S., in case the tax is not otherwise paid, is to 
be retained. 

If the bill is enacted during July its provisions become effective 
October 1. 

It is anticipated that the enactment of this bill, as agreed to 
by the conferees, will result in a revenue loss of about $17 million 
a year.

6. Liberalize the disability benefits to provide that it 
shall be the lesser of 40 percent of average salary or the 
annuity which would have been earned at age 60. 

7. Provide for an annuity upon involuntary separa- 
tion at age 50 with 20 years of service as well as 25 years 
of service without regard to age. 

The remaining significant items of S. 2875 were 
adopted by the committee. The bill as reported in- 
creases Government costs by $258 million.

SOCIAL SECURITY 

Conferees on Friday, July 20, in executive session, tenta- 
tively agreed to language for a report on the differences 
between the Senate- and House-passed versions of H. R. 
7225, Social Security Amendments of 1956. Major 
agreements of the conferees are as follows: (1) Adopted 
Senate language which excludes in the self-employed 
category physicians and osteopaths; (2) in the case of 
farm operators and share farmers who have gross in- 
comes of $1,800 or less, two-thirds of such income will 
be considered for social-security purposes; where gross 
income is over $1,800, they report either actual net earn- 
ings or, if net earnings are less than $1,200, they may 
report $1,200; (3) ministers outside of the U. S., whose 
congregations predominantly consist of U. S. citizens, 
would be covered; (4) farm workers would be covered 
if they receive $150 per year from one employer, or if 
they work 20 days or more for cash wages for one em- 
ployer; (5) State and local government employees in 
certain named States who have retirement systems of 
their own would have soci ity coverage extended 
to them; (6) TVA and Federal Home Loan Bank em- 
ployees would be covered; (7) disability benefits would 
be payable to permanently and totally disabled persons, 
and a separate trust fund would be established for such 
payments; (8) benefits would be provided for disabled 
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children who have been disabled since before they 
reached age 18; (9) widows and surviving dependent 
mothers would be paid benefits upon reaching age 62; 
working women and wives could receive reduced bene- 
fits at age 62; (10) certain aliens who leave the U. S. 
would have their benefits suspended’ while outside of 
the U. S.; (11) persons convicted of treason, etc., may 
be denied benefits by a court; (12) employees of organ- 
izations listed by the Subversive Activities Control 
Board would be excluded from coverage; (13) tax rates 
on both employers and employees would be increased 
by one-quarter of 1 percent effective January 1, 1957, 
and on self-employed by three-eighths of 1 percent; 
(14) the matching formula for old-age assistance, aid to 
the blind, and aid to the permanently disabled would 
be amended so as te provide Federal matching of State 
payments at the rate of four-fifths of a first $30, and one- 
half of a next $30, up to a maximum of $60; (15) maxi- 
mum amount matchable under aid to dependent chil- 
dren’s program would be increased by $2; (16) match- 
ing formula for medical care would be provided on a 
50-50 basis, up toa maximum of $6 for adults and $3 for 
children; (17) $5 million would be authorized for fiscal 
year 1957 for grants to States and public nonprofit 
organizations for research or demonstration projects on 
prevention and reduction of dependency; (18) training 
grants for training public assistance personnel would 
be authorized; (19) in the aid to dependent children 
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program, the requirement that a child between the ages 
of 16 and 18 must attend school to be eligible for benefits 
would be deleted; (20) the ceiling on grants to Puerto 
Rico would be raised from $4,250,000 to $5,312,500, and 
on the Virgin Islands from $160,000 to $200,000; and 
(21) the authorization for child welfare programs 
would be increased from $10 million per year to $12 
million per year. 

Conferees will meet again Tuesday, July 24, for the 
final review of this report. 


CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION 


Conferees, agreed to file a report on the differences be- 
tween the Senate- and House-passed version of H. R. 
6040, to amend certain administration provisions of the 
Tariff Act of 1930 and to repeal obsolete provisions of 
the customs laws. As agreed by the conferees the 
House would agree to the Senate amendments to the 
bill except the amendment providing for repeal of those 
provisions of paragraph 219 of the Tariff Act which 
require that certain glass imported in boxes must be 
packed in units containing 50 square feet or multiples 
thereof.
